DIES SUDDENLY,

The death of John Christie Dafo¢ 
following a surgical operation in Cal- 
gary Monday morning, June 8th,came 
as a shock to his family and the peo- 
ple of the entire Gleichen district. 

Few knew he was ailing since his 
vacation spent in Winnipeg last Win- 
ter, although the past few weeks he 
lost in weight considerably, Of late 
he was operated on and although 
reaching Calgary last Friday he was 
quite cheerful, believing the operation 
was not serious and that he soon 
would be well again, At 8 oclock 
he he was operated on and although 
he became conscious again he’ passed 
away at 10 o'clock. 

The funeral will take place this aft- 
ernoon, when service will be held iy 
the Central United Church in Calgary 
under the auspices of Alberta Lodge 
No. 1, 1.0.0.F.,with Revs. Rannie and 
Avison conducting the service, 
Many friends of the Gleichen district 
and members of the Gleichen Lodge 
1.0.0c.F. have left for Calgary to at- 
tend the funeral.

disarmament programme can be 
carried out. Cecil called attention to 
the fact that the action of the session 
marked the first concrete step by the 
league toward disarmament after six 
years of study and preparation. Others 
claim {ft as entirely possible that an- 
other six years may elapse before the 
disarmament programme is outlined. 
{t was pointed out that a’ general dls- 
armament conference will be called by 
the league only when world-wide se- 
curity agreements make possible arm- 
ament reduction on so gigantic a plan 
as that which is desired. 

As the final session closed, Cecil 
urged the sub-commissions to take all, 
time necessary in preparing their re- 
ports, Their work, he pointed out, 
would constitute the basis for the 
greatest revolution the world has ever 
undertaken, namely, disarmament.

After a 
few years of the Greenfield adminis- 
tration, some dissatisfaction arose 
within the government ranks, and last 
fall a change was made at the instiga- 
tion of the U.F.A. members, as a re- 
sult which Mr. Brownlee became 
premier in place of Mr. Greenfield. A 
policy of co-operation with Labor has 
obtained from the first and four of the 
members elected were Labor nom- 
inees, including one of the ministers.
